The recent nysterious meetings of rail- 
road managers in Macon and Atlanta, 
from which all reporters were excluded, 
and iuto the secrets of which no inter- 
viewer could pry, were held, as is now 
known, for the purpose of effecting a 
yractical consolidation of all the south- 
ern lines east of the Mississippi riv- 
er. They were called to abolish at 
one fell blow all southern rivalry ia 
freight rates, and to give us, under 
the plea of maintaining a uni- form 
system of tariffs, a consolidated con- 
cern that could dictate its own 
terms. The Macon convention, which 
was held on the 2ist day of last month, 
was composed of representa- 
tives of sixteen southern riilroads, or of 
a capital of $105,000,000. The subse 
quent meeting in this city, on the 7th 
instant, was even more largely attended, 
every important southern line being rep- 
resented. 

The plan adopted, is simply this: the 
business of competing points is to be 
pooled, and d'stributed in certain fixed 
proportions, . These competing points 
were declared to consist of Selma, Mont- 
gomery, Atlanta, Macon, Augusta, Eu- 
faula, Dalton, Chattaneoga, Union 
Springs, Newnan, West Point and Opeli- 
ka. The rates of division were first 
fixed, and then it was agreed that any 
road which receives more than 
iis share of business, at any competing 
point shall only receive oa tbe surplus 
one per cent per ton per mile on average 
distances, and the balance shall be paid 
over tothe lines that did not et their 
share of the business, The fvllowing 
cases sufliciently illustrate the principles 
of the distribution:

NEVADA—WILLIAM SHARON, 


William Sharon, the new senator from 
Nevada, notwithstanding he is to be the 
colleague of Senator Jcnes, will be the 
richest man in the senate. He ig a native 
of Smithfield, Jefferson county, Ohio, 
where he was born January 9, 1821. He 
is of Quaker extraction, his ancestors 
coming to this country with William 
Penn. He was educated at. the public 
schools and spent his early life on his 
father’s farm and in flat boating on the 
Ohio river. When he arrived at his ma- 
jority he became a student at Athens col- 
lege, Where he remained, and then began 
the study of the law in the office of the 
late Secretary Stanton. He was admitted 
to practice in St. Louis, but hi® health 
failing he entered into partnership with 
his brother in 1844, ard began a mercan- 
tile businessin Carollton, Ill. Mr. Sha- 
ron remained at that place till 1849, when 
he went to California and began business 
at Sacramento. The floods of that year 
swept his store out of existence, but did 
not rnin him entirely, and in 1850 he 
went to San Francisco, . where he turned 
his attention to operations in real estate. 
He continued buying and selling property 
till 1864, by which time he had acquired 
a fortune of $150,000. In that year the 
S.n Francisco Board of Brokers was or- 
tgunized. Mr. Sharon then became a 
speculator in stocks, and in six months 
lost allthe money he was so many years 
in acquirmg. He asked employment of 
the Bank of Calirornia, and was sent to 
Virginia, Nev., to adjust some outstand- 
ing claims for that institation. He after- 
ward suggested that an agency or branch 
should be established there, and he was 
placed at its head, Unlimited powers 
were granted him, and he held the posi- 
tion for many years to his own credit and 
the great profit of the parent house, 
His success asa mining siock operator 
issimply due to his businesa_ shrewdness 
and clever management. He is toda 
the acknowledged king of the Comstoc 
by reasoa of his many controlling inter- 
ests in mines located on that great ledge 
and in the mills and railroads which are 
their necessary adjuncts, In politics 
Mr. Sharon has always been a republi- 
can, and for a number of years Was a 
member of the council in San Francisco. 
Two years ago he contested with Joln 
P. Jones the honor of representing Ne- 
vada in the senate, but withdrew upan the 
understanding that tht republican party 
should concentrate its strength upon him 
in 1874. The agreement has been kept, 
and he will bec»me Senator Jones’ col- 
league in March.

Gen. Francis M. Cockrell, of Missouri, 
who has been chosen to succeed Senator 
Schurz, isa new and almost unknown 
man.

Wilson now interested himself in the 
yomng man, whose character was excel- 
cat, morals unexceptional and intelli- 
gence superior. Wiih the assistance of 
other friends, Mr. Wilson procured for 
young Egglesten the position of pay- 
master in the regular army, with the 
rank of major. is appointment was 
one of the list acts of Andrew Johnson’s 
administration.
